soldier of New York 
He ranks with th 


front hue of all the great commandtre o 
toe Civil War, but he is pretminently th 
foremost figure of this btate in a militar 
sense. Educated at West Point, serving 
n the regular army fur a period of years 
theu resigning to enter the ranks of the 
real common pi ople to earn a hung foi 
nmself and young family, when the wai 
of the rebellion bioke out he offeied his 
jwoid to his country 
Mucattd as 


loldier, his urat impulse waa to endeavor 
o raise a company, with hope of a cap- 
mncy, as many of hia fellow townsmen of 
Syracuse were doing and joining eorne 
ocal regiment 
The same impulse camo 


o Grant and many other retired West 
'jintera 
Jhey desired to render service 


o the country that had educated them for 
war 
In both casea Grant's ae well 


jlocum's fortune favored them by secur- 
ng colonelues of strange regiments that 
uat happened to need skilled officers, and 
o which they were assigned. In the 
ase of Slocum, he was given the command 
f tbe Twenty seventh New York Volun- 
(ers, recruited at Elmira, N Y , and at 
nee proceeded to the front, where be ar- 
ived in time to participate in the first 
attle of Bull Hun, and was seriously 
wounded 
He used often humorously to 


emark, "I listened to some of the first 
nllets of the war, and I aeard pome of 
he last that were hred," lor he corn- 
landed m the fierce engagements of Ave- 
isboro and Bentonville, which preceded 
ohnston'a surrender 
Prom Bull Run 


felooum served with distinguished 


onor Be a brigadier general under Mo 
lellan on the Peninsula, then com- 
landed the division of the Sixth Corps 
bicb charged so gallantly at Crumpton 
ase near Antietam, and shortly thereafter 
as given the command of the Twelfth 


they knew him, for it must be remembered 
that the mernbeiB of the Battlefield Com 
mission were, in hia lifetime, comrades of

Genera! Henry Warner blocum died in 


April lf)84, mourned by all the people of 
the land, for be was known from one end 
of the country to tbe other 
VVhen be 


was laken ill no one dreamed that it was 
to be fatal lea«tof all the General himself 
He was preparing material for a history oi 
i,be Twelfth and Twentieth corpa, his old 
commands, to be used by his comrades of 
Ihe corps in a careful work that he desired 
to leave as a record of his labors during 
the great war 
No man ever felt prouder 


of lifa m«n and their accomplishments 
than did Slocum and his last thoughts 
were of their history 
Among hia final 


letters, just preceding his death, is one to 
the writer, ' I shall be with >on next 
weeL and we will go over the matter of 
paper and printing ,' aud by the week 
following he had already died and been 
mtflired 
It oanie suddenly, this death, 


but found him not unprepared

ing the Compulsory School Attendance Act. 


The School Board of the borough of

for their education, will not quietly per- 
mit it citizens to grow np In ignorance.

SEED WHEAT. 


SOW 
ONLY LARGE. FULLY DE- 


VELOPED SEED--GRADING 


THE GRAINS. 


The Yearbook of the Department of 


Agriculture gives some «ood advice on 
the selection of wheat I or seed. It says : 


Many expenmeats made in recent 


years show tie advantage of using large 
and vigorous seed in growing various 
field and gaiden ciopg, but it la ouly 
lately that attention is being given to 
the ase of such seed in wheat-growing. 
At present, experiments are being made 
at several different places to teat this 
point with reference to wheat, three 
grades of seed—small, medium and large 
—being used. Too much attention can- 
not be given to this subject, ilauy 
choice varieties bave been developed by 
selecting from a field certain uuufually 
good heads, planting the grains of these 
separately, aa«J thereafter selecting the 
best each year. It has already been 
satisfactorily proved that the old idea 
that rust shriveled grains give as good 
returns as large, healthy ones is erron- 
eous. 


About the year 1876 a seini-hard, red 


variety, known as Grass wheat (prob- 
ably an Odessa sort), became quite pop- 
ular in northern Kansas, and was widely 
used for ten or twelve years thereafter. 
However, as the variety was adapted for 
either fall or spring sowing, and the 
spring-sown crop was always inferior to 
the tail-sown, the consequence was that 
two grades were produced from the one 
variety. As the fall-sown crop brought 
the belter price, it became the practice 
to sell all the winter wheat and use the 
worst of the spring crop for fall seeding, 
it was claimed that this practice made 
m difference in tha quality or quantity 
of the winter wneat; but about 18SS, 
Grass wheat began losing favor among 
whaat-growers, having lost much of its 
original good quality, and finally gave 
place to Turkey, Fultz and other varie- 
ties. 


Now, 
there is no doubt the deteriora- 


tion of this variety was due, in great 
part at leaet, to the constant use of the 
very inferior, shriveled spring grain for 
fail seeding. Many other instances of 
so-called "running out" of varieties is 
piobiibly due mostly to similar causes. 
However, even under the best treat- 
uiwit, it IB a pretty well-established fact 
that certain varieties, when introduced 
nlo new localities, will in time change 
qniti- materially the quality of grain. 
Tl..j is especially likely to be the case 
wnl-. Lard northern sorts, when trans- 
fu.i'U to warmer and moister southern 
latitudes. Probably the only remedy in 
such eases is to make an occasional" fresh 
importation of seed. 


The matter of seed selection is of such 


v.tal importance that probably nothing 
would be of more benefit to the wheat- 
Brower than the establishment of special 
small seed plats of, say, one to flve acres, 
irom which to select seed each year. 
The following plan is recommended: 
At harvest time cut from a good Held a 
strip ot the best portion, first elimiuat- 
iiig .ill rye and other foreign heada and 
Urge weed seeds. After threshing the 
wheat from this strip, grade it by means 
oi ,i fanning-mill, with special sieves 
Diailu tor the purpose, so as to obtain 
only the largest and most vigorous 
grai;ie. Use the best grade of wheat, 
borh tor sowing the small plat and for 
tlie general crop the next season. The 
next year use none of the Held crop for 
-wo: but after grading the wheat from 
the small plat as before use the very best 
of u for sowing the small plat and all 
MIC remainder for sowing the largo Held 
aial so on from year to year. In this 
way Hl.ed is caver taken from the gen- 
-.;.ii c.-op. which cannot be given the 
saiiii- ,;are as the small plat, and there is 
a constant selection of seed, which is 
more ,iaci more rigid every year. More- 
uvei. there is no extra labor involves, 
exi>-pt the small amount require^ f- 
gi<uluix the seed each year.
